TOTAL OF DEAD IS 56 


Five Agencies Open Investi­ 
gation of The Cause of 
The Elizabeth Crash

today to explore the fused tangle of 
wreckage where 56 persons died in 
a 
lion-scheduled 
airliner

burst into nam es moments after its 
takeoff and plunged to the ground 
“with a wail like a Banshee.” 
There were no survivors abroad 
the twin-engined C-46 which had 
taken off from Newark, N. J., air­ 
port with Christmas vacationers 
bound for Tampa. Fla. The dead in 
the nation's second worst air dis­ 
aster included a crew of four and 
52 passengers. Two whole families 
of four were wiped out.

Authorities said that identifica­ 
tion of the charred bodies, jammed 
into a horrible mass in the skele­ 
ton remains of the plane, will he 
difficult and that the main reliance 
will have to lie on dental work. 
Five agencies opened ail investi­ 
gation of the cause of tile crash 
which came seven minutes after 
the takeoff. 
They set up head­ 
quarters at the offices of Union 
County Prosecutor Edward Cohn, 
who is acting as coordinator for 
his own staff, as well as investiga-'

Accustomed as Americans are to 
Santa Claus’ playing a major p art 
a t Christmastime with the em pha­ 
sis being placed on making chil­ 
dren happy, it is surprising to find 
that in the I^atin American coun­ 
tries Santa Claps just isn’-t. 
Surprise 
mounts 
even 
higher 
when it is discovered that there 
are no gifts for the children on 
Christmas. 
Christmas Eve is still 
Christmas Eve in Latin America 
hut it is not the night of expec­ 
tation it is in the United Staten 
because Latin American children 
know that there won’t be a thing 
for thorn the next morning. 
Latin Americans are predomi­ 
nately Roman Catholic. More than

seriously with daily attendance at 
church even if only for a few min­ 
utes, 
It is natural, then, to And 
their observance of Christmas and 
the Christmas season follows very 
cloudy the Bible story of the birth 
of the Infant Jesus.

All Catholic 
churches in Latin America hold 
mass on Christmas eve. Some m ay 
not go to c hurch very much during 
the rest of the year, but on C hrist­ 
mas eve almost everyone does. 
At midnight, the family gathers 
a t tile table for a Cena, or sup­ 
per, as it is called in Spanish. 
Rich and poor will have som ething 
depending on their financial limi­ 
tations. 
It’s Always Pig 
Roast young pig is the center of 
th at Cena. Rich families will have 
a whole one. 
Poorer families will 
have a piece of roast young pig, 
the size depending on the money 
th at is available for such & treat. 
In addition to the pig, there are 
sweets of various kinds, unknown 
in the United S tates for the most 
part. 
On Christmas day there are no 
Christmas trees as in the United 
States, but in almost every home 
there is a reproduction of the 
m anger where Christ w as bom. 
Again the financial sta tu s of the 
family determ ines how lavish this 
m anger will be. 
In the richer 
homes the manger will often Jp« 
elude a reproduction of a village or 
a part of the village of Bethlehem 
w ith th e m anger being th e central 
feature. 
In m any of the richer homes 
this reproduction will take up one 
entire corner of the living room. 
In homes of the poorer people, the 
reproduction 
will 
bo 
much 
re­ 
duced, sometimes consisting only 
of a manger with the Infant Je ­ 
sus and with Marv and Joseph 
nearby watching over th eir new­ 
born Son. 
Tile miniatures that go to m ake 
up these reproductions are care­ 
fully put away after the C hrist­ 
mas season and kept until the next 


few more angels, some more peo 
pie will be added. 
On C hristm as Dajf there are 
gift* in L atin America but not for 
the children. They have never re­ 
ceived gift* a t th a t tim e so they 
think nothing of it. The gift giv­ 
ing is for th e adults. 
These gifts, however, are not on 
the lavish scale so often practiced 
in the U nited States. 
They are 
much more modest and few er in 
number. 
The gift giving tim e in Latin 
A m erica Is on the saint's day 
which m eans th a t whoever is the 
saint of a person determ ines the 
day to be celebre ted. For instance, 
if a son is named Juan, which is 
the Spanish for John, then St. 
John is said to be the saint of Juan 
and when St. John’s day comes, 
Juan receives gifts. 


G ift s on Jan. JI 
W hile the children receive noth­ 
ing on C hristm as they do have 
their day and they do have as 
much fun and Joy as the children 
in the United States. 
Instead of 
S anta Claus’ bringing gifts on 
C hristm as eve, they have Los Tres 
M agos or. as it is called In Eng­ 
lish, the Three W ise Men bringing 
the gifts for the children. 
Los T res Magos come on the 
night of Jan. S, bearing their gifts 
to the children in Latin America 


Mothers and fathers bring their 
children downtown and the child­ 
ren indicate with enthusiasm w hat 
they w ant Los T res Magos to 
bring them. 
The better financed families buy 
their gifts early and sneak them 
in the house when the children are 
not around o r else hide them in 
sc me relative’s or friend’s house 
until the night of Jan. 5, when 
they are taken home a fte r th# 
children go to bed. 
W ait for Bargain* 
The poorer families will w ait un­ 
til Jan. 5. often well along In the 
evening, to buy their toys. 
By 
that time the stores and street 
peddlers are reducing prices and 
the poorer families buy toys so 
their children may have as happy 
a day on the morrow as possible. 
At home the children are in bed 
filled with happiness and expec­ 
tancy for the morrow. 
It is hard 
for many of them to go to sleep 
just as in the United States and 
most likely they dream of dolls, 
baseballs and gloves, baby buggies 
and cribs, pistols and guns and the 
hundred and one other things th a t 
children hold dear all over the 
world.
